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SUPREME COURT UP­ 


HOLDS THE DRY LAW 


Washington, .June 7, 
Th* text of 
the Supreme Court’« decision on the 
“dry” acts is as follows- 
“ 1. The adoption by both Houses of 
Cengres, 
each by a two-thirds vote, 
of a joint 
resolution 
proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution suf­ 
ficiently shows that the proposal was 
deemed neeesary by all who voted lor 
it. 
An express declaratoin that they 
regarded it as necessary is not e ssen ­ 
tial. 
None of the resolutions where­ 
by prior amendments were proposed 
contained such a declaration. 
“2. The two-thirds 
vote 
in 
each 
House which is required in proposing 
an amendment is a vote of two-thirds 
of the 
members 
present 
assuming 
the presence of a quorum 
and not a 
vote of two-thirds of the entire mem­ 
bership present and absent, 
Mi souri 
Pacific Railway Co. vs. Kansas, 24n 
I . S. 276. 
“2. The 
referendum 
provisions of 
State constitutions and stattutes can­ 
not be applied, consistently with the 
Constitution of the United States, in 
the ratification or rejection of amend­ 
ments to it. 
Hawke vs. Smith, U. S. 
decided June 1, 1P20. 
“4. The prohibition of the manu­ 
facture, sale, transportation, impor­ 
tation and exportation of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes, as em ­ 
bodied in the eighteenth amendment, 
is within the power to amend reserved 
by Article V of the Constitution. 
“A That amendment by lawful pr««-1 
posal and rat isticat ion has become 
a 
part of the Constitution, and must be 
respected and given effect th e same as 
other provisions of that instrument. 
“ 6. The first section of the amend­ 
ment 
the one embodying the prohi­ 
bition 
i 
operative 
throughout 
the 
entire territorial limits of the United 
States, binds all 
legislative 
bodies, 
courts, public officers and 
individuals 
within those limits, and 
of its 
own 
force invalidates any legislative act 
whether by Congrcs. by a State Legis­ 
lature, or by a territorial assembly 
which authorize; 
or 
unctions what 
the section prohibits. 
“7. The 
second 
section 
of 
the 
amendment 
the one declaring 
‘the 
Cum re - and the several states shall 
have concurrent power (o enforce this 
article by appropriate 
legislation’ 
does not enable Congress or the sev­ 
eral state to defeat or thw art the pro 
hibition, but only to enforce by ap­ 
propriate means. 
"8. The words ‘concurrent power’ in 
•that section do not mean joint power, 
or require that legislation thereunder 
by Congress to be effective, shall be 
approved or auctioned by the several 
states or any of thtni; 
nor do they 
mean that the power to enforce 
is 
divided between Congrss and the sev- 
ral states along the lines which sep­ 
arate or distinguish foreign and inter­ 
state commerce from 
intraatate a f­ 
fairs. 
“it. The powvr confided to Congress 
by that section, while not exclusive, 
i- territorially co-txtensive with 
the 
prohibition of the first section, 
em­ 
braces manufacture and other intra­ 
state transactions as well as importa­ 
tion exportation and interstate traffic, 
and is in nowise depended on or affect­ 
ed by action or inaction on the part 
of the several states or any of them. 
“ 10. That power may 
be asserted 
against the disposal for beverage pur­ 
poses of liquor manufactured before 
the amendment became effective, yet 
as it may be against subsequent man­ 
ufacture for those purposes. In either 
case it is a constitutional mandate for 
prohibition that is being enforced. 
“ 11. While recognizing 
that there 
are limits beyond which Congress can­ 
not go in treating heveargfs as with 
in its power of enforcement, we think 
those limits are not transcended by 
the provisions of 
the 
Volstead a d , 
wherein liquors containing as much as 
one-half of one per cent of alcohol by 
volume and fit for use for beverage 
purposes are treated as within that 
power, Jacob Ruppert vs Caffey, 251. 
U. S. 204.”

Figures were derived by writ­ 
ing and talking with men who have 
heretofore handled Southeast Missouri 
melons 
what they have been giving 
for them handled ill the now haphaz­ 
ard manner and what they can afford 
to give if these same melons 
are 
handled by a 
responsible 
organiza­ 
tion. 
Why this difference? 
Every grow­ 
er m Southeast Missouri can partially 
answer that question. 
IIow do you 
load your melons, with reference 
to 
uniformity of size and quality? 
Do 
you consider how they will ship after 
you have received your check from 
the buyer? 
Do you have any thought 
as to how your product will show up 
upon reaching 
the consumer? 
In 
fact, isn’t it a case of simply moving 
th m from the farm to the car with­ 
out any thought or care as to how 
they shall be disposed of by the next 
party interested? 
Now 
cannot we increase the price 
of a product so much in demand by 
careful inspection, proper loading, and 
last but not least, placing this pro- 
luet where it is most needed? Some­ 
one raised this question, “ Isn’t it pos­ 
sible that one selling agent for the 
territory may be unable to place so 
large a quantity?” 
I say emphatical­ 
ly “ NO” and shall answer that argu­ 
ment a little further on. 
Some fear 
dishonesty, 
1 claim Mississippi Coun­ 
ty has men whom we can 
elect in 
whom we can place confidence and 
think this element not worthy of fur­ 
ther discussion. 
How about cars? 
Strange to say, 
the railroads are anxious for this or­ 
ganization because 
it will 
simplify 
the present unsatisfactory and highly 
intricate and annoying problem. 
Our 
Sales Manager- will have data from

is needed, 
where and when saving the railroads

If every inch of land in 
Mississippi, Scott and Dunklin Coun­ 
ties w'as planted to melons ¿nd we 
raised a bumper crop, then, we would 
not have sufficient to supply the de 
mand within territory 500 miles dis­ 
tant.

reach only a small percentage of the 
available trade with an immense ter­ 
ritory unserved. 


With various buyers and concerns 


handling in competition there is bound 
to be duplication as to 
destinations 
which results in certain markets be- 


ing glutted while others go unserved, 
th«* farm er standing behind his prob­ 
lem of inefficient distribution since the 
buyer knows the chance exists and 
buys accordingly.

This condition continued 
until 1912, w hen the crop reached the 
enormous total of 20,000 tons, a part 
of which was unsold at the end of 
that year. 
Through organization and 
advertising these farmers have been 
able to increase production in 1919 
to 185,000 tons, own their curing fac­ 
tories and ©Very pound sold b»*fore 
picked and cured. 
The secret-co-op- 
eration at the producing end and ef­ 
ficient distribution—or in simple lang- 
uag«*, sending their raisins to the peo­ 
ple w ho want them. 
We have no competition for 
our 
melon crop 
and 
everybody likes 
a 
lucious melon.

co-operate, simplify, have 
one 
head to whom the whole country can 
come when it wants a melon.

war. there might have 1h*«*h nnoth«*r 
tale to tell ? 
His career was «»n«* «»f th«* long un­ 
solved mysteries of th«* Revolution. 
The character o f Milt Shanks, in (¡us 
Thom as’ play. "Tin* Copperhea«!,” is 
a late reproduction in fiction of 
a 
part that Kivington played in fact. 
What Milt Shanks is picture«! to have 
been to Lincoln- a s«*cr«*t em issary 
whose lot it was t«i be misunderstood, 
hat«*«! am) despised by the men whose 
cause he was serving 
that 
Jam es 
Kivington actually was to W ashington 
and h n s«*cret was so closely guard«*«! 
that even th«* m em bers of W ashing­ 
ton's m ilitary staff w«*r«* not aw are of 
the relations between the two. 
Robert 
Morrie was probably the only one of 
W ashington’s ch»se friends confiden- 
tial agent chosen to negotiate 
the 
«l«*al for Rivington’s secret services. 
The story is tub! in Loosing’« ’’Field 
Book of the Revolution.” 
Kivington was a native of 
Ixmdon, 
Highly e*lucat**«l, of pleasing personal 
appearance, a wit, a bt>on companion 
and a man of fascinating personality. 
He came to Am erican in 1760, estab­ 
lished a book store in Philadelphia 
and a year later opened another «me 
at the fo«it t»f Wall str**et, in New 
York, b*>th of which became loyalist 
resorts in the «lays when the flames of 
revolt were being fanntni by the men 
who afterwar«!.« put their nam es to 
the Declaration of Independence. 
In 
1773 he established a newspaper, the 
Royal Gazeteer, an«! became 
“The 
K ing’s P rinter.” 
No man was more 
bitterly hat«*d by th** ardent Republi­ 
cans. 
Wielding a caustic pen, he flay­ 
ed them unmercifully in print, lam ­ 
pooned their leailers and abused their 
cause r«*gardless of tru th anti fa ir­ 
ness. 
At this p«*riod he was umloubt- 
«*dly a sincere loyalist and though 
bitterly hated by the patriots and al- 
wayr in hot water, he was a man 
whose pleasing a«l«lress, good nature 
ami convival tem peram ent helpeii him 
out «»f many a tight place. 
A fter the 
Ticonderoga episode and while 
th 
gallant Kthan AUertykvas lying in the 
provost jail, Kivington w rote an a r ­ 
ticle roundly abusing the hotheaded 
Allen who swore “ he would lick Riv- 
ington as soon as he got out of jail.” 
When Allen was release«! he went di- 
r w t to 
R ivington’s office to 
make 
good his promise. 
It was Ri\ ington 
himself who in later y**ars to!«! 
th 
story of what happened. 
“ I was sitting,” he said, “after a 
good dinner, alone with my botle of 
Mad«*ria 
when 
1 
heard an 
unusual 
noise in the street and a huzza from 
th«* boys. 
I wu 
in the second r.tory 
and stepping to the window, saw a tall 
figure in tarnishe«! regim entals, with 
a large cocked hat and an enromous 
sword, followed by a crowd of boys 
He come up to my door ami stopped 
My heart told me it was Kthan Allen. 
1 shut down my window and retired 
behind my table and bottle. 
1 was 
certain the hour 
of reckoning 
had 
come. 
There was no r«*treat. 
“ I heard him on the stairs, his long 
sword clanking at every step. 
In he 
stalk«-«!. 
‘Is your nam e Jam es Kiv­ 
in g to n ?’ he blurted out. ‘It is, sir,’ I 
said, ‘and no man could be m ore hap­ 
py than 1 am to see Col. Kthan Allen.’ 
’Kir. I have come 
’ 
‘Not 
another 
word Colon *1,’ I said, ’until you have 
ti.k«'U a scat and a glass of this old 
Maderia 
But, sir, I don’t think it 
proper 
’ he stam m ered. ‘Not a word, 
Colonc; last«* th-T wine, sit down, I 
have had that old Maderia over ten 
yeaors.’ 
He took the glass, sw al­ 
lowed the wine, smacked his lips and 
«at <k .vn. 
We finished two bottles 
of .viadt-riu and parted as good friends 
as if we had no cause to be o th er­ 
wise." 
But the time came when then* was 
more 
erious business on hand and 
Kivington was tn*at«*«i to a course of 
partiotic di cipline that stopped for 
awhile, his 
career as the 
“ King's 
Krinti-r." 
In 
1775 he published a 
scurrilous article about 
Capt. Isaac 
Sears, one of the most ardent 
aim! 
zealous of the young republicans and 
a leading spirit in the society of the 
“ Sons of Liberty”. 
Sears at the head 
of a squad of light horsemen ro«l<* 
down to the printing establishm ent 
of 
Kivington at th«* 
foot of Wall 
stre«*t, placed a guard with lix«*d bay­ 
onets around it, destroyed his press, 
carried «»ff his typ«* and made bullets 
out of it, and served notice on Kiving­ 
ton to leave the country. 
Kivington 
went back to E ngland and laid low 
j until the British took possess of NVw 
York 
and in October 
1777, he 
re­ 
turned, resumed the publication of 
his paper, changing t|u* title to the 
I “ Royal G azette.” resumed his title of 


th«* 
“K ing’s P rin ter,” ami was soon 
the confidential agent of the 
New 
Y««rk loyalists and th«* table com pan­ 
ion of the high living British g«*nera|s, 
Sir William Howe an«! Sir H enry Clin­ 
ton. 
Just at what tirti«* Kivington turn«*«l 
patriot and b«*came W ashington’s se- 
cr«*t agent, <»r 
under what 
circum ­ 
stances the negotiations between them 
w»r«* b«'gun has never b«*«*n known. It 
was one of the most closely guarded 
intrigues of th«* revolutionary period 
ami the peculiar position occupie«! by 
Kivington ami the extrem ely hazar«i- 
ilous nature of the s«'rvices lu* per- 
with him should be shrouded in th«* ut- 
nmst secrecy. 
It was one affair 
in 
which W ashington shared his confi- 
<l«*m «* with no one, unles it wa:; Rob- 
**rt Morris. 
Th«* very m essengers th a t 
arri«*«l the s«*cr«*t inform ation w«*r«* 
unaw are <*f th e character of th«* s«*rv- 
ices they w«*r«* perform ing. 
T here is 
some probability that Rivington's ac­ 
tivities began as early as 1776 
p«*r- 
haps before his r**turn to England 
as it is known that about that period 
Morris borrowed 500 guin«*as in gobl 
from a Q uaker in Philadelphia, 
at 
W ashington’s request, t*> be us«*«l by 


the republic. 
Hate«! ami despised by 
a m ajority of th«» people wh«> knew 
and remembered hin ifm ly as a loyalist 
who had “stood with the king" and 
fought their 
«»use. even 
those t<» 
whom his services became aft«*rwar«ls 
known Ik*lieve«l that th«*y ha«l been 
bought an«l fully pai«l for. 
W ashington rem ained his friend to 
th«* l«:t. 
A fter W ashington’s «leath. 
Rivington's business declined, his fine 
cloth«* vanished, the last bottle «»f old 
Madeira was soon reached, ami 
he 
<li«*«l in extrem e poverty, neglect«! ami 
forgotten, in 1802, at the age of 78 
w a rs .

is certain th at s«k>ii aft«*r Rivington's 
second arrival 
in New York 
from 
England, the cam paign against the 
British in New York took on new vig­ 
or and W ashington was able to fore­ 
stall the most carefully guarded plans 


o f the British generals, who were u n ­ 
able to fathom the sources of his in- 
fortnation. 
The “ K ing’s P rin ter” was 
the last m an they were inclined to 
susp**ct and, in fact, he never did fall 
under their suspicion, so adroitly tlu! 
he camouflage his operations. 


Wined am! «lined by the officers of 
the British arm y ami the trusted con­ 
fidante of th«* loyalist groups, he was 
in a position to acquire at all tim es 
just the inform ation that the A m er­ 
ican arm y needeti. 
Rivington's method of conveying in­ 
telligence of the enem y's plans and 
movem ents to \\ ashington was ingeni­ 
ous ami was probably a pre-arrang«*d 
plan, tlevise«! by W ashington. 
W ash ­ 
ington was a great reader of bo« ks on 
agriculture and he would often send 
for books of this character to Riving­ 
to n ’s book store to he forward**«! 
to 
him through his friemls in New York. 
Kivington wrote his secret com m uni­ 
cations on thin paper and bound them 
in the covers of these bo«>ks which he 
always m anaged to sell to those spies 
of W ashington who were constantly 
visiting New York, and who, he knew , 
would carry the volumes direct to the 
headquarters of the A m erican arm y. 


D uring all the tim e th a t Kivington 
was in the secret service as W ashing­ 
to n ’s personal spy. lu* continued to 
run his “ Royal G azettee,” and no loy­ 
alist editor was more unscrupulous or 
more virulent in his abuse of the p a ­ 
triots and their cause th an Rivington. 
W ithout r**gard, apparently, to tru th 
or decency, he helah«tre«l the republi­ 
can h-aders and their “contemptible 
little a rm y ” in season and out of 
season. 
N ot only did he live in hourly 
peril of exposure from the British 
si«le. but he was m ost cordially despis­ 
ed by the partiotic A m ericans and no 
man of the period was more scath in g ­ 
ly scored or more bitterly hated by 
the W hig o rators ami w riters, who, 
even long afte r the w ar ended, con­ 
tinued to denounce him as a loyalist 
tra ito r ami a scoundrel who had sol«l 
his country for "B ritish gold.” 


When 
W ashington 
entered 
New 
York in 1783 a conqueror, the loyalists 
fled to Nova Scotia, but Rivington re- 
jnaine«! urulisturbtHl at his old book­ 
store on Wall street. 
One day W ash­ 
ington am azed his staff by proposing 
they pay a visit with him to Riving­ 
to n ’s stor«* and still m ore astounded 
when Rivington greeted them cordial­ 
ly and they all sat down in Rivington's 
back purlor to «*njoy a few bottles of j 
th at old Madeira which ha«i had such 
a soothing eff«*ct upon the leailer of 
the Green Mountain Boys. 
Not even 
th«*n, however, was the sei'ret of their 
connection entirely disclosed. 
Riving­ 
ton and W ashington w ithdrew to 
a 
private room for a consultation 
and 
W ashington had little m ore to say 
upon leaving him than to t«*ll his of­ 
ficers that “ Rivington was a 
very 
pleasant fellow.” 
P erhaps there w* i«* 
w**r«* reasons on R ivington’s sid«* why 
th«* s«*« ret should be still furth«*r kept 
ami it remained undisclosed for many 
years afte r peace was signed. 


All contem porary accounts, w hether 
British or American, agr«*e that, aside 
from his political subtleties, Kiving­ 
ton was, a- W ashington said, “ a very 
pleasant fellow” indeed. 
He is <!«•- 
scribed a« a "tine looking, portly man, 
am! alwny 
dressed in the extrem e of 
fashion 
curl«*«! 
and powdered 
nair, 
claret- color«*d coat, scarl«*t w aistcoat 
trim m ed with 
gold 
lace, 
buckskin 
breeches, and t««p boots, and he a l­ 
ways k«*pt a st«M'k of choice wide 
on hand with which 
to r«*gal«* 
his 
friends.” 
But, like Milt Shanks, “ the C opper­ 
head,” Rivington w a s never able to ex ­ 
plain himself fully to the patriots of

bers of chinch hugs have been seen 
in ami near wheat fields furnishes 
sufficient inform ation that this 
pest 
will 
likely cause much dam age to 
the corn in addition to the dam age 
already done by the arm y worm s 
in 
some sections of the country. 
The checking of the migration of 
the chinch bug from the wheat fields 
to the adjacant 
corn fields will 
la* 


i the only means of saving large acre­ 
ages of corn from being badly dam ­ 
aged or even destroyed. 
It is doubtful w hether there is a 
“best" method of checking the mi­ 
gration. but several have l>een suc­ 
cessfully and especially 
when 
used 
in combinations. 
.Fust before harvest 
plow a deep furrow along the th re a t­ 
ened sides of the 
corn 
field, and 
thoroughly pulverize the soil by drag* 
ing a heavy log back and forth in 
the furrow, m aking the side next to 
the corn as steep as possible. 
Hugs 
collecting in the furrow will be kill­ 
ed by the heat of the 
soil, if the 
tem perature is from 
110 degrees 
to 
12d (air tem p eratu re of over 90 de­ 
grees). 
Keep the furrow clean 
by 
drag g in g a log through it now and 
then. 
Hy sinking post-holes a foot 
deep every few feet in the bottom of 
the furrow the bugs will collect 
in 
them and may be crushed or killed 
with kero ene. 
Such a du ty 
fu r­ 
row will be of no value in showery 
w eather, and is m ost effective in hot 
f e a t h e r in light soil. 
In combination with the dusty fu r­ 
row, or in place of it, a strip of coal 
ta r is often run along the th rea ten ­ 
ed side of the field.
